It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee 

has  to  report  the 

resignation 

of  the  President,  Capt.  Sir  R.  Fitzgerald  Glyn,  Bart.,  D.S.O.  who  for  a 
number  of  years  has  helped  the  Hospital  by  his  active  interest  in  many  of  its 
major  developments.  The  Committee  desire  to  express  its  thanks  for  this 
valuable  service. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Staff  is  printed  on  a  later  page,  and  once 
again  we  extend  our  thanks  to  them  and  to  the  Consulting  Surgeons  for  their 
valuable  services. 

The  Hospital’s  financial  position  remains  satisfactory,  a  full  statement 
of  which  is  published  on  another  page.  The  annual  programme  of  improve¬ 
ments  and  renovations  this  year  included  the  Hall,  several  Wards,  the 
Anaesthetic  Room,  etc.,  etc.,  which  have  been  redecorated. 

There  was  a  change  of  Matron  and  Staffin  May,  and  the  new  Matron 
and  Staff  have  worked  with  a  will  and  with  much  success,  with  the  result 
that  the  whole  organization  has  been  running  smoothly  and  efficiently,  and 
the  Committee  believes  that  a  substantial  saving  in  Expenses  will  result. 

During  the  period  under  consideration  free  beds  were  occupied  for  248 
days.  Like  all  hospitals  we  have  had  our  bad  debts. 

The  Committee  has  co-operated  with  the  Dorset  County  Council  with 
regard  to  its  various  clinics.  An  eye,  ear,  nose  and  mouth  Clinic  and  an 
orthopaedic  Clinic  have  been  held  for  some  time  past,  and  to  these  has  been 
added  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  In  this  matter  we  are  among  the  pioneers  of 
the  smaller  hospitals  in  the  County. 


A  further  proof  that  the  Hospital  is  abreast  with  the  times  and  is  not 
blind  to  to  the  growing  needs  of  the  district  is  evidenced  in  the  consideration 
now  being  given  to  its  present  services.  It  has  long  been  recognized  that  a 
new  Out-Patient  Department  and  a  new  Maternity  Ward  are  required:  and 
the  Mayor,  Dr.  Arnott,  with  the  concurrence  of  this  Committee,  has  under¬ 
taken  to  open  a  fund  for  this  purpose,  and  Subscriptions  are  earnestly  desired 
to  make  this  project  a  success.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
much  in  favour  of  this  scheme  and  is  very  anxious  to  have  a  Maternity  Ward 
in  this  Hospital.  In  this  way  it  is  believed  that  the  Hospital  will  become 
a  still  greater  influence  as  an  educational  force  in  all  matters  of  Health  in 
this  area. 

It  is  encouraging,  therefore,  to  find  that  these  efforts  have  drawn  more 
people  to  subscribe  to  the  Hospital  funds,  which  have  benefited  to  the  extent 
of  £48. 

The  Committee  expresses  its  thanks  to  members  of  the  Linen  Guild  for 
their  continued  good  work. 

The  Committee  also  wishes  to  extend  its  gratitude  to  the  Matron  and 
Staff,  the  Hon.  Chaplain,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the 
Hon.  Auditors  for  their  devoted  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  It  al-o 
desires  to  thank  the  Carnival  Committee  for  an  especially  good  year,  the 
Shaftesbury  Hospital  League,  and  the  various  Churches  and  organizations  in 
the  district. 

The  Committee  is  again  happy  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  help 
given  by  the  Hospital  Leagues,  and  to  re-affirm  its  faith  in  a  movement  that 
is  so  beneficial  to  Hospitals  and  Members.

r'PHE  total  number  of  patients  received  during  the  year  ended  Septem- 
ber  ^  oth,  was  6  i  9 ;  of  these  262  were  in-patientsand  357  were  out-patients 
so  that  although  the  total  shows  a  decrease  of  31  cases  admitted  the  number 
of  in-patients  was  increased  by  2.  There  were  13  1  operations  performed 
and  59  minor  operations,  making  a  total  of  190. 


X  Rays  taken  were  163,  the  number  of  photographs  being  239. 


There  were  6  deaths  during  the  year,  a  considerable  decrease  on  last 
year,  which  was  19. 


There  were  192  accidents  treated  as  against  133  in  the  last  year,  an 
increase  of  5  9. 


U.  V.  Ray  treatments  were  92  as  against  90  in  the  last  year. 


The  number  of  League  patients  treated  as  in-patients  was  140,  and 
out-patients  216,  showing  that  the  Hospital  League  is  largely  availed  of. 

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  Hospital  was  4011.  The  number 
of  attendances  by  out-patients  1371.  As  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year 
the  out-patient  department  is  not  adequate  and  anew  out-patient  department 
with  a  waiting  room,  and  properly  equipped,  would  be  a  great  advantage  to 
the  Hospital. 


The  Ambulance  has  done  very  good  work  during  the  year.  They  are 
always  ready  and  willing  to  bring  in  accidents  at  any  hour  of  the  day  and 
night,  and  thanks  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  handle  the  patients 
a  great  deal  of  pain  is  saved,  and  the  patients  are  brought  to  the  hospital 
promptly. 


The  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  have  nothing  but  praise  for  the 
efficiency  and  courtesy  of  the  Matron,  Miss  Sharpe,  and  her  nursing  Staff.

£2,213  5s •  1^.  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  £1  o  9 s.  gd. 

which,  with  the  credit  balance  brought  forward  of  £309  1  "]s.  8d.  from  1934 
and  with  £66  js.  \.d,  per  contra  Extraordinary  Repairs  and  Improvements 
brought  in  for  1935,  makes  a  gross  total  of  £2,579  ior.  4 d. 

The  Expenditure  for  the  year  1935,  exclusive  of  the  above  mentioned 
amount  of  £66  Js.  4 d.  non-recurring  expenditure,  amounted  to 
£2,191  11/.  5 d.  compared  with  £2,230  or.  4 d.  for  1934,  showing  a 
decrease  of  £38  8r.  1  1  d.  and  leaving  a  credit  balance  of  £321  1  s.  7 d. 

(from  which  must  be  allowed  out-standing  accounts  for  £300)  on  the  year’s 
working,  as  compared  with  a  credit  balance  of £309  ijs.  8 d.  brought  in 
for  1934. 

It  should  be  noted  that,  despite  a  decrease  in  Ordinary  Expenditure 
on  the  year  of  £38  8r.  1  id.  as  stated  above,  your  House  Committee  have 

had  in  mind  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  in  that  they  have  seen  their  way 
clear  to  spend  the  £66  7 s.  4 d.  accruing  from  Repairs  and  Improvement 
Fund,  as  shown. 

There  have  been  the  characteristic  fluctuations  in  Receipts  and  Expen¬ 
diture,  and  your  House  Committee  trusts  that  the  Balance  Sheet  submitted 
will  be  deemed  satisfactory  by  all  Subscribers. 

During  the  year  £200  of  3^%  War  Stock  was  purchased. 

The  Shaftesbury  Hospital  League  and  other  Hospital  Leagues  have 
continued  to  give  their  much  appreciated  support,  and  I  note  with  pleasure 
the  increase  in  Annual  Subscriptions,  and  Church  and  Harvest  Festival 
Collections. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  we  have  received  £50  on  account  of  £200 
raised  by  the  Shaftesbury  Carnival  Committee  of  1935,  as  a  first  instalment. 
Grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Flis  Worship  the  Mayor,  R.  W.  Borley,  Esq.,  J.P., 
and  his  good  Committee  for  this  very  excellent  result,  which  shows  an  increase 
over  the  two  previous  years. 

Under  Voluntary  Gifts  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  shows  a  slight 
decrease;  this  apparently  being  due  to  the  falling  off  of  one  or  two  items 
including  The  “Help  Yourself’  Society.

WESTMINSTER  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

I  .—The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Com¬ 
mittee,  who  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  three  times  a  year  i:i  January,  May 
and  September;  ten  to  form  a  quorum. 

2.  — An  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  in  January  of 
each  year,  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  the  accounts  of  the 
Hon.  Treasurer,  to  elect  the  Grand  Committee  and  the  Officers  of  the 
Hospital,  and  to  transact  the  General  business  of  the  Hospital.  The  chair¬ 
man  of  this  meeting  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee  for  the 
previous  year. 

3.  — The  Grand  Committee  shall  consist  of: — 

(a)  Donors  of  £2  5  or  more,  and  such  of  the  subscribers  of  one  guinea 
or  more  as  shall  express  in  writing  or  otherwise  their  wish  to  be  on  this  Com¬ 
mittee. 

(b)  The  Mayor  of  Shaftesbury  and  representatives  of  any  Parish, 
Public  Body,  or  Committee  who  are  subscribers.  These  representatives  shali 
be  chosen  by  their  own  organization,  and  the  number  of  the  same  (not  to 
exceed  five  in  all)  shall  be  decided  by  the  Subscribers’  Meeting  according  to 
the  interest  taken  in,  or  amount  subscribed  to  the  Hospital. 

(c)  The  Patroness,  Patron,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Trustee;, 
(being  Annual  subscribers  of  not  less  than  one  guinea),  also  the  Medical 
Officers,  Hon  Chaplain,  Hon.  Treasurer,  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Almoner. 

4.  — -At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand  Committee  in  each  year  it  shall 
elect  its  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  and  the  House  Committee. 

5.  — The  House  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  consist 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee,  Hon.  Treasurer,  Hon.  Secretary 
and  Hon.  Almoner  as  ex-officio  members,  the  Mayor  of  Shaftesbury,  who 
shall  remain  a  member  of  the  House  Committee  until  the  next  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing,  also  five  members  to  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  Grand  Committee,  two 
by  the  Carnival  Committee,  two  by  the  Hospital  League  Committee,  and 
two  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  in 
rotation  according  to  seniority.  (Revised  1930,  1931). 

6.  — The  House  Committee  shall  be  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman.  It  shall 
meet  once  a  month  or  more  frequently  if  required.  Five  members  shall 
form  a  quorum.  Any  vacancy  on  the  House  Committee  may  be  filled  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Committee.  * 

7.  — The  House  Committee  shall  have  the  general  management  of  the 
Hospital  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  sub-committees  from  their  mem¬ 
bers  or  from  the  members  of  the  Gra  nd  Committee.  The  members  of  such 
sub-committees  shall  not  necessarily  be  members  of  the  House  Committee 


8. —  All  appointments  to  the  Offices  of  Patroness,  Patron,  President, 
Vice-President,  Hon.  Chaplain,  Medical  Officers,  Hon.  Treasurer,  Hon. 
Secretary,  Hon.  Almoner  and  Auditor  shall  be  made  by  the  Subscribers  at 
their  Annual  Meeting.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill 
temporarily  any  vacancy  in  these  offices  until  the  next  Annual  Subscribers’ 
Meeting. 

9.  — The  appointment  to  the  office  of  Matron  shall  be  vested  in,  and 
held  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  House  Committee  who  shall  consult  the 
Medical  Staff' on  the  matter.  The  Matron  shall  have  authority  to  engage 
and  dismiss  nurses  and  servants,  the  amount  of  salaries  to  be  settled  by  the 
House  Committee.  The  Matron  shall  render  to  each  meeting  ofthe  House 
Committee  a  report  in  writing,  of  any  changes  made  in  her  staff,  and  the  reason 
for  the  changes,  and  a  memorandum  of  any  requisitions  and  any  suggestions 
she  may  have  to  make  for  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  or  its  inmates. 

10.  — A  number  of  subscribers  to  the  Hospital,  who  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  Annual  Meeting,  shall  act  as  Visitors  for  each  month,  and  shall  attend 
the  Plospital  every  Monday  or  Friday  at  2.30.  Any  complaint  by  apatient 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Matron  and,  if  necessary,  to  the  House  Committee 
for  investigation. 

1  1 . — The  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  medical  men  resident  or  practising 
within  one  mile  of  the  Town  Hall,  Shaftesbury,  duly  registered  and  qualified 
practitioners. 

12. — The  Medical  Staff  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  or  Convener,  and  shall 
hold  such  meetings  as  they  deem  desirable,  and  shall  forward  their  recom¬ 
mendations,  in  writing,  to  the  House  Committee  through  their  representatives 
on  such  Committee.  They  shall  have  referred  to  them  for  consideration  and 
report  any  changes  in  the  routine  of  the  Hospital  which  may  effect  their  work. 
The  Medical  Staff  shall  appoint  one  member  for  each  month  who  shall  be 
Medical  Officer  of  the  month,  and  shall  attend  the  Hospital  and  act  as  re¬ 
quired  in  any  emergency  which  may  arise.  He  shall  take  under  his  care  any 
cases  admitted,  except  those  sent  in  to,  or  by  a  member  of  the  Medical  staff, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  member  of  the  Medical  staff  he  shall  act  on  his  behalf. 

1  3. — The  accounts  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  kept  by  the  Hon.  Secretary 
in  the  form  prescribed. 

14.. —  In  case  any  emergency  should  arise  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  of  the  House  Committee  or  some  person  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
(being  a  member  of  the  House  Committee),  may  deal  with  the  matter  and 
have  power  to  spend  up  to  the  amount  of  and  shall  report  to  the  next 
meeting  of  that  Committee. 

15. — The  Finance  Committee  (a  sub-committee  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee),  shall  assess  the  amount  of  payments  to  be  made  by  patients,  and  shall 
submit  a  report  thereon  to  each  meeting  of  the  House  Committee.  A1 
payments  to  be  made  through  the  Secretary.  (Revised  1928). 


I  6. — Special  Meetings  of  the  Grand  or  House  Committee  or  of  the 
Subscribers  may  be  called  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  either  of  the  said  Committees  respectively,  or  on  the  requisition  of 
any  five  members  of  either  of  the  said  Committees  to  the  Hon  Secretary. 
Such  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Hon.  Secretary,  who  shall  give 
at  least  four  days’  notice  and  specify  the  business  to  be  brought  forward. 
In  case  any  person  desires  to  bring  any  serious  complaint  or  important  reso¬ 
lution  before  any  meeting  of  the  House  Committee,  he  shall  give  notice  of 
the  same  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  seven  days  before  the  meeting,  and  the  Hon. 
Secretary  shall  send  to  the  members  of  such  Committee  notice  of  same,  four 
days  before  the  meeting. 

17- — The  property  of  the  Hospital,  of  whatever  description,  shall  be 
vested  in  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  subscribers. 

1  8. — All  Subscribers,  and  persons  making  a  donation  ofnot  less  than  £20 
shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  patients  for  admission  to  the  Hospital.  One 
letter  of  recommendation  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Clergy  or  Ministers  of  all 
denominations  for  each  guinea  raised  by  them  for  the  Hospital. 

19.  — Every  Subscription  shall  become  due  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
in  each  year,  and  be  considered  annual  until  notice  in  writing  to  withdraw 
it  be  given  t©  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

20.  — Two  Auditors  shall  be  appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Institution. 

2  1 . — The  Hospital  shall  be  open  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Shaftesbury 
and  neighbourhood,  within  a  radius  of  about  seven  miles  (except  in  the  case 
of  children  from  the  Waterloo  Royal  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children, 
London).  Infectious  and  incurable  diseases  and  cases  of  mental  disorder  are 
excluded.  Ordinary  maternity  cases  are  not  admitted  but  such  cases,  in  the 
event  of  medical  or  surgical  complications  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  until  such  times  as  a  Maternity  Ward  is  available. 

22. — No  indoor  patient  in  the  Shaftesbury"  Poor  Law  Institution  shall 
be  admitted  as  a  patient  to  the  Hospital,  except  in  surgical  cases  requiring 
an  operation,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Guardians  Committee, 
supported  fey  a  medical  certificate  and  by  the  approval  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  or  Matron. 

23.  — Application  for  admission  to  be  made  to  the  Matron,  at  the 
Hospital,  on  Monday  mornings  at  1  1  o’  clock,  and  the  applicants  must  not 
come  to  the  Hospital  until  they  hear  from  the  Matron  that  they"  can  be  re¬ 
ceived.  Cases  of  sudden  emergency  will  be  received  at  any  time  if  there  is 
a  vacancy.  Otherwise  no  patient  to  be  admitted  without  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber  or  Donor  to  the  Hospital,  together  with  a 
Doctor’s  Certificate  stating  the  nature  and  history"  of  the  disease.  Cases  will 
be  admitted  according  to  urgency  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
O  fficer  for  the  month.  In  certain  cases  approved  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  a  special  charge  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  Theatre. 

(Revised  1928). 


24.  — All  patients,  other  than  Hospital  League  patients  who  are  subject 
to  special  arrangements,  will  be  charged  according  to  their  means  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  House  Committee,  who  have  powrer  to  grant  free  beds  in 
exceptional  circumstances.  ^Revised  1929). 

25.  — The  minimum  charges  for  paying  patients  will  be  ^4  4s.  per 

week,  and  for  one  night  £  1  is.  (Revised  1929,  1931). 

26.  — No  person  shall  remain  on  the  books  more  than  a  month,  with¬ 
out  a  fresh  recommendation,  and  no  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Hospital 
more  than  three  months,  without  the  sanction  of  the  House  Committee. 

27 — Every  patient  shall  be  sent  into  the  Hospital  in  deeent  clothing, 
with  proper  change  of  linen,  a  pair  of  slippers  and  a  brush  and  comb,  and 
shall  if  required,  bring  from  some  responsible  person  a  security  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  removal  or  burial  in  case  of  death. 

28.  — Every  requisite,  except  clothing,  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital, 
and  patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Matron  or  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

29.  — No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  without  permission  from  the 
Physican  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  they  may  be  placed,  nor  enter  any 
ward,  but  their  own,  without  leave. 

30.  — Convalescent  patients  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Matron,  assist  in 
clearing  the  wards  and  waiting  on  other  patients. 

31.  — Patients  who  offend  against  any  of  the  rules  of  the  house,  or  be¬ 
have  themselves  irregularly  or  indecently,  shall  be  expelled  and  no  person 
after  expulsion  shall  be  again  admitted. 

32.  — Any  patient  may,  upon  his  or  her  request  to  the  Matron,  be  visited 
by  the  Clergyman  of  the  parish  from  which  the  patient  comes,  or  by  the 
Minister  of  the  denomination  to  which  such  patient  belongs,  and  any  patient 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  leave  the  Hospital  to  attend  Divine  Service  on  Sundays, 
provided  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  gives  his  permission. 

33.  — No  book  or  publication  shall  at  any  time  be  admitted  into  the 
Hospital;  without  the  permission  of  the  Matron,  and  in  case  of  any  question 
arising,  the  matter  to  be  referred  to  the  House  Committee  for  their  decision, 
which  shall  be  final. 

34.  — Friends  of  the  patients  are  permitted  to  visit  them  on  Sundays 
between  the  hours  of  two  and  four,  and  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  between 
the  hours  of  three  and  four,  provided  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  does 
not  consider  it  improper,  or  on  other  occasions  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Medical  Officer  in  attendance,  or  the  Matron;  not  more  than  two  friends 
of  one  patient  at  a  time. 


35.  — No  Member  of  the  House  Committee  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
present  at,  or  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings  of  any  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  during  such  time  as  any  tender  by  him,  or  contract  with  him,  or 
account  rendered  by  him  is  under  consideration  by  such  Committee;  and 
subject  to  the  foregoing  stipulation  being  complied  with,  no  member  of  the 
said  House  Committee  shall  be  debarred  from  receiving  to  his  own  use,  any 
money  of  the  Hospital,  whether  in  payment  for  goods  supplied,  or  for  services 
rendered  to  the  said  Hospital  under,  or  by  virtue  of  any  contract  entered 
into  by  him  with  the  said  Hospital,  or  the  said  House  Committee,  or  other¬ 
wise  however.  (Revised  1920,  1931.) 

36.  — The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered,  nor  any  new  rules  made 
and  adopted  except  at  a  General  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special  General 
Meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  fourteen  days  notice  of  which  shall  be  given, 
specifying  the  proposed  alteration;  but  the  House  Committee  are  em¬ 
powered  to  make  Bye-Laws  for  better  carrying  out  of  the  details  connected 
with  the  management  of  the  Hospital.
